400,000 additional during the next two 
years. A sales tax would raise ap- 
proximately $4,000,000, making an 
available increase in revenue of about 
$6,400,000, speakers declared. This 
sum would leave only about $1,000,- 
000 available for special approprix 
tions and one institution, the asylum 
at Milledgeville, is seeking an appro- 
priation of $500,000. Other special 
appropriations would bring the total 
needed for this purpose close to the 
$2,500,000 mark, it was stated. 

The house passed a resolution Wed- 
nesday, introduced by Representative 
Tyson, of McIntosh. and Martin, of 
Troup, under the terms of which M.

Governor’s Message. 


The sales tax and the income tax 
to provide for the anticipated excess 
of the state’s appropriations over its 
revenue were urged in a- message 
from Governor L. G. Hardman to the 
house of representatives Wednesday. 

The governor called attention to 
the short time existing before the end 
of the session and suggested that rev- 
enue be provided by a temporary 
sales tax not to exceed two mills and 
an income tax not to exceed five per 
eent to take the place of the state’s 
ad valorem tax, or some other meas- 
ure which would meet the expendi- 
tures called for. eS 

“We cannot pay out funds that we 
do not possess,” said the message. 
“Therefore, it would be useless to ap- 
propriate funds which are. not avail- 
able and we could not approve meas- 
ures which provide for appropriations 
without funds to pay.” 

The message emphasized the need 
for financial assistance for the various 
state institutions and pointed out in 
particularly the sanitarium at Mil- 
ledgeville for the insane, the school 
for mental defectives at Gracewood 
and urged the need for the equaliza- 
tion funds for common schools as we!! 
as. money to cover existing deficits 
in various departments. The _ gov- 
ernor’s attitude toward the present 
appropriations bill now being consid- 
ered by the house was thought to be 
included in the following: “It would 
be a source of powerful regret to me 
not to be able to approve appropria- 
tions for which there is no provision 
made and in order that we may not 
have an undesirable condition existing 
at the end of your session I recom- 
mend that you take action at once 
in these matters.” 

Big Increases. 

Increased funds for the state ed- 
ucational institutions that. would 
amount to more than $1,000,000 for 


the biennial period covered and an

” . Chicago, August 10.—(4)—Chicago’s 
“riot girl,” a new leader of the radi- 
eal element not previously recognized 
by the police, is 19-year-old Aurora 
d'Angelo, a pre-law student at Crane 
Technical High school. 

She, with two other women and 24 
men, was held by the police today ow 
‘open charges after her screamed ex- 
hortationg last night had turned a 
peaceful indoor protest - meeting 
—— the execution of Saeco and 

anzetti into a wildly excited mob of 
approximately 3,000, which started a 
midnight parade toward Chicagos 
downtown district. 

With their modern Joan of Arc 
screaming and gesticulating at their 
head, the paraders finally broke ranks 
and ran for cover under the charge of 
police automobiles and the judicious 
scattering of tear bombs by the police. 

Finally Sobs. 

Miss d’Angelo remained defiant un- 
til she was firmly pinioned in a police 
automobile, where her wild frenzy 
changed to a tearful pleading that 
“aw, I'm only a kid; ain't this a free 
county ?” 

Afoot and in flimsy garments little 
Aurora had aot the advantage an 
armored, equestrian Joan of Arc. She 
was swept aside in rush after rush, 
and her flimsy flapper clothing near- 
ly was torn from her. 

From almost the opening of the 

retest meeting in carmen’s hall, the 
igh school girl was one of the lead- 
ers In an effort to turn it into what 
termed “a real demoustration.” Re- 
peatedly she was squelched by Anton. 

Then ‘after the meeting was termi- 
nated. Miss d’Angelo and a group 
Johannsen. business agent of the car- 
penters’ district council. who sought 
' to keep the meeting within the bounds 
of a legitimate protest. 


Is for Parade. 

“I'm only a kid,” she yelled from the 
top of an automobile, “but I guess 
I've followed these meetings tong 
enough te know what I'm talking 
about. Let me talk! Let me talk!” 

“Do you think I'd have gotten that 
exctted if it were?” she replied to po- 
lice question as to whether it was, 
her first meeting. 

“My parents are Italian born. My 
father was an anarchist and I am 
anarchist. I know how these people 
are suffering and what this means 
to my class, and I'll gladly go to jail 
for it.” 

The girl lives with her step-father, 
Lewis Bozzi. 

Girl Takes Lead. 

The meeting at the auditorium had 
passed quietly enough, the 3,000 who 
attended passing resolutions of pro- 
test against the Sacco-Vanzetti exe- 
cutions and then moving out in order- 
ly fashion to the street. There they 
congregated, being joined hy others, 


with a few leaders calling for a pro- 
test parade into the loop. .- 

The girl was among them and at 
once took command. 

“I'm an anarchist,” she cried, “and 
my father was an anarchist. Folf@w 
me 


The street was soon filled for three 
blecks with men and women, massed 
from curb to curb and moving toward 
the loop. : 

As the mob surged forward it pick- 
ed up recruits. The first violence 
came when those at the front seized 
an automobile, slashed its tires, broke 
its windows and swept on leaving the 
driver terror-stricken. Next a street 
car was halted, the trolley pulled 
from the wire, while men and women 
crowded aboard shouting “strike! 
strike! strike!” terrorizing the pas- 
sengers. Another car was halted and 
the same scene reenacted. 

By the time the parade neared the. 
downtown district police reserves were 
speeding to meet the march and as 
the pro@ession swung toward an inter- 
section it was met With tear bombs, 
and threatening pistols in the hands 
of the reserves. 


- Police Charge Mob. 


The collapse of the demonstration 
was even more dramatic than its in- 
ception. Breaking before the police 
wall moving taward them, members of 
the crowd sofight safety in _ flight. 
Those in front found their retreat 
blocked by the forward movement of 
the thousands behind. 

Several rioters were trampled in the 
wild scramble to escape. Windows 
were shattered, doors broken down and 
motor cars parked at the curbs were 
damaged. A check, however, indicated 
that no one was seriously injured. 

In a police car the girl sobbed : 

“I’m enly a kid,” she kept repeat- 
ing. “Ain't this a free country? I 
know what this means to my people, 
and I'm ready to go to jail for it.”

William G. Thompson and Elias Field 
waited upon Justice Oliver: Wendell 
Holmes, of the supreme court of the 
United States. at Beverly and present- 
ed to the justice a petition for a writ 
of habeas corpus in behalf of Nicola 
Saceo and Bartolomeo Vanzetti. They 
argued the petition at length. : 

“This was an ex-parte hearing and 
the commonwealth of _Massachusetts 
was not represented by counsel. Mr. 
Justice Holmes after hearing Mr. Hill 
and Mr. Thompson decided that as he 
understood the petition and affidavits 
they contained no fact which would 
warrant his issuing the writ, and rul- 
ed that even if Judge Thayer had been 
strongly prejudiced against Sacco and 
Vanzetti, that fact would not deprive 
Judge Thayer of jurisdiction and legal 
power to deeide the case, because in 
Mr. Justice Holmes’. opinion nothing 
short of a want of legal power to 
decide the case would authorize him 
(Mr. Justice Holmes) to interfere in 
a summary manner with the proceed- 
ings of the state eourf. 

“The attorney general stated that 
it should not be understood that Mr. 
Justice Holmes found or was even 
ready to find that Judge Thayer had 
been prejudiced. but simply ruled that 
even if it should be found that Judge 
Thayer was prejudiced there would be 
no occasion for Mr. Justice Holmes, 
to interfere.”

The official word, that Sacco and 
Vanzetti and Madeirg were to live 12 
days more—the respife is until August 
°9__inelusive—was preceded by a pre- 
mature announcement on the part of 
the warden. 

“A respite has been granted to all 
three,” Warden Hendry told those who 
erowded about his office within the 
prison walls. 

The word spread. It. reached the 
prisoners in the depths of the death 
house. It roused the crowds waiting 
six blocks from the prison, held back 
by a stern cordon of -state and city 
police. It reached the city beyond, 
and was received according to the sym- 
pathies of the recipients. 

Then, as though fate eontinued to 
play with.the lives of the men who 
have been condemned for murders com- 
mitted in the little Massachusetts 
town of South Braintree seven years 
or more ago, the warden cried from 
his office doorway : 

“Hold up that announcement !” 

Confusion Reigns. 

Those within the prison were thrown 
into confusion. Could jit be that the 
announcement had been untrue? 

For a time it seemed so for word 
came from the statehouse that at the 
time when Warden Hendry made his 
first announcement of a respite the 
governor's council had not been in ses- 
sien and the governor himself had 
taken no such action. 

Wherever the “leak” occurred and 
whatever the souree of the war- 
den’s original information, the story 
“stood up.” <A little less than an hour 
later it was confirmed. : 

Captain Beaupre of the Massachu- 
setts state police arrived at the prison 
with the papers which made the respite 
official. 

Sacco, Vanzetti. and Madeiros, are 
to be transferred Thursday to the 
Cherry Hill section of the state prison. 

They will turn their backs on the 
deathhouse in which they waited lit- 
erally to the eleventh honr, and to the 
hajf past éleventh hour for word that 
they were to live. i 

Once the police barriers were remdv- 
ed, a few sympathizers who had wait- 
ed far from the gray walls swept for- 
ward to the gates. 4 

Bat it soon developed that there was

| Entire: City Is Quiet. 

_ The city in which Sacco and Van- 
zetti were to have died, in which they 
still must die unless their new counsel 
intervenes between now and midnight 
of August 22, was quiet throughout 
the trying hours of Wednesday eve- 
ning, 

There was no demonstration in the 
vicinity of the prison. The police, 
some on horseback, some in motor- 
cyeles bristling with riot guns, and 
hundreds afoot, paraded about but had 
no trouble with which to contend. 

Far from the prison, fended off by 
ready clubs and menacting bayonets, 
the sad-faced Italians and other sym- 
pathizers stood hour after hour, rest- 
lessly, peering in the®direction of the 
prison. 

For the ‘benefit of the motion pic 
ture protographers, the mounted state 
police, by the light of huge flares, 
wheeled their horses and swung 
through their manenyers. 

It was as though some holiday event 
was in pregréss.. The death of Sacco 
and Vanzetti was being celebrated for 
the benefit of the press. The quiet 
about the prison was broken occas- 
sionally as some motorcycle would 
‘sputter into action.

“Assuming that conditions this 
year remain favorable until the time

The arguments for such an act are 
unanswerable. When the Baumés law 
was proposed in New York’s assembly 
there could be found no’ persuasive 
reasons against it and it was enacted 
with but slight opposition. - 

The Baumes act is a very lengthy 
one that deals with nearly every par- 
ticular of criminal practice, practi- 
cally all of the reforms of which could 
be profitably reenacted here in Geor- 
ia. 


But the main object of the Rivers} 


bill is to remove from social menace 
the confirmed felons of the state. No 
man who develops the habit of felo- 
nious criminality should be allowed a 
place in the social scheme. He should 
be put away safely for the remainder 
of his life after his third felony con- 
viction. 

In New York he is not allowed com- 
mutation, reprieve, parole, or pardon. 
He goes up sure enough for life, and

WHEN FOOD SEEMS 
POISONOUS. 


Before you get excited let me as- 


sure you that no possible combination 


of two or more wholesome foods, foods 


that you ordinarily like and take with 


impunity, can become injurious or 
poisonous in your midst, and this I 


swear notwithstanding the mail-order 
hokum of self-constituted food experts 
So if you like 


and diet charlatans. 
cream on your berries or acid fruit 
with your oatmeal or lobster with 
your dessert, why go ahead and enjoy 
yourself. Fvyery man’s appetite is his 
best guide in such matters. 

Let’s take some asperagus and see 
what happens. 

I can think of not less than three 
kinds of poisoning one might get from 
eating asparagus. First, there is bo- 
tulism, the most fatal kind of food 
poisoning of which we know. Among 
the 47: outbreaks of this dread disease 
in the United States in the three 
years from 1922 to 1926, home canned 
asparagus carried the botulinus bacil- 
lus in two outbreaks. In at least 
one of these outbreaks the people no- 
ticed that the asparagus was “not 
just.right” when they opened the can, 
but they took a chance and ate it. 
Second, there is the peculiar sensitivity 
of certain individuals to the protein of 
asparagus—the eating of the food for 
which such individuals have this “idi- 
osyncrasy” quickly produces hives, 
asthma or other unpleasant manifesta- 


tion of inmate or acquired anaphyl-| 


axis. Then there is the oxalic acid in 
asparagus — comparatively little, ac- 
cording to the food chemists, but then, 
the food chemists seem all balled up 
about the oxalie radicle in foods— 
enough, at any rate, to teach those 
subject to the distressing ~condition 
called “oxaluria” (an inadequate term

from Boulder dam. 

The seven-state compact cannot be 
made effective in its present form 
without ratification by all seven 
states. Arizona has failed to approve 
it and it has Heen only conditionally 
ratified by California. 

Mulford . Winsor, secretary of the 
Arizona Colorado yiver commission, 
said in reply to Secretary Work’s pre- 
diction that “the report is unauthor- 
ized as far as Arizona is concerned. 
The Colorado river compact has no re- 
lation to the Boulder canyon dam nor 
any other dam. In fact, the compact 
deals only with the allocation of wa- 
ters of the river. 

John LL. Bacon, of San Diego, presi- 
dent of the Boulder Canyon Dam as- 
sociation, said that Secretary Work’'s 
belief that the compact soon would he

HAS JURISDICTION 
OVER ADAIR LOAN 


BY ASSOCIATED PRESS. 
Holding that the federal court had 


no jurisdiction to interfere with the 
state court in appointment of a re- 
ceivership for the Adair Realty and 
Loan company, Judge G. H. Howard 
in Fulton county superior court Wed- 
nesday ordered Edgar Watkins and 
Arthur Lucas to continue in posses- 
sion of the assets of the company. 

Watkins and Lucas were appointed 
receivers by Judge Howard on July 
30, but Federal Judge Tilson granted 
an injunction restraining the state re- 
ceivership on the contention that the 
Adair Realty and Loan company had 
been organized to take over and pre- 
serve certain assets of the Adair 
Realty and Trust company, which is 
in federal receivership. The injunction 
was made D sebomy 55 last week in Au- 
gusta by Federal Judge Barrett. 

In ordering the state receivers to 
continue in possession of the assets 
pf the Adair Realty and Loan com- 
pany, Judge Howard's ruling stated 
that it had been shown that the fed- 
eral receiver was not in possessior of 
the assets of the new company when 
they were taken over by Lucas and 
Watkins. He directed the state re- 
ceivers to make an appeal to the 
United States circuit court of appeals 
to have the district court’s injunction 
set aside. 

Judge Howard stated in his order 
that the Adair Realty and Loan com- 
pany had been operated as an inde- 
pendent concern without any _ refer- 
ence to the Adair Realty and Trust 
company in its collections, settlements 
and transactions.
